ruly Christian man in his daily ac- 
tions and intercourse with his fellow- 
men, such as is rarely seen in these 
lays. 
Life and living were not such 


.'oniplex afl'airs as they are today, 
:be demands on 
tv mans1 probity and 


sense of honor were not as they are 
;oday. Ilia- manhood was perhaps 
'reer from temptations than it would 
be ' today, were he alive and in tbe 
s-ame relative position to large inter- 
ests tbaj he was at that time, but no 
temptation ever did, or [ believe ever 


uld have in any manner'effected 


us probity. 


His home 
life was 
serene and 


leautiful in its religious simplicity, 
md all who remember the charm- 
ing hospitality of it will testify 
to 


t.It is necessary to refer to it, as no 
•ecord of Methodism 
in 
Bristol, lit 


•hat time, would be a true picture of 
:t without his 
fai>iiliar figure in it. 


His home was the "mecca" for all 
out-of-town clergymen. It was always 
their stopping place und they were 
ever sorry to deparl, 1 know. I heard 
them say so many times, with the 
most evident sincerity. 


How well I lemember the 
spare 


room, always kept 
immaculate for 


their coming, the fresh flowers in the 
tall vase on the bureau, and their ex 
pressions of deep satisfaction when 
asked the familiar question of "how 
did you sleep? f hope well.1' 
How 


could they help but sleep iu that 
downy lavendar scented bed? Tpcle 
William always had prayers in tlte 
morning before breakfast, and prayers 
in the evening just before retiring, 
when we all knelt in reverence, sup- 
plemented on Sunday morning, with 
a chapter from the big Bible. It was 
a beautiful custom but I imagine like 
many of the older virtues of puie 
Methodism has been lost in the bustle 
of today's religious life. 


It was a familiar sight on Monday 


--Hiriilngs to see the 'Squire and the 
visiting clergy man who had stopped 
over Sunday going 
down KadcillTe 


street for a walk, ami in arm, 
re- 


ceiving the greetings of all they met. 
Those old neighbors, 
how kind and 


good and friendly they all were. On 
the other side the Packer's, next door 
below the Rev. Dr. Lee, (I think of 
tbe Episcopal church) then the Pike's, 
(I guess all who knew her remembei 
Ihe beautiful, 
geulle Helen Pike,) 


then the Peirce's store, where all Bris- 
tol met at 
tliat time, 
then, Dr. 


(Jroom's house on the corner. On 
the other corner, after passing the old 
town hall, Mr. Tabram kept a fruit 
stand, and it was quite the proper 
thing in those days to stop, pick out 
a 
particularly line 
canteloupe and 


have it opened and sit on a long bench 
provided for the purpose and eat it. 
It was quite un experience for some of 
those visiting preachers, and I know 
they did not know just whether that 
was the "proper thing for a preacher 
lo do or not, but uncle was a jovial 
man and they k'.iew a good one, and 
they did it, and I guess were mighty 
glad they did. 
And sc on down t'u 


the end of the street, thence on to 
the porch of Pratt's Hotel for a look 
at tbe river. The porch at that time 
extended all around the side. It was 
a charming old hotel with just the 
quaintness and look of hospitality 
that was so inviting, now modernized 
and of course, different. 


That morning walk would extend 


out to the "Bath Springs" and back, 
and it was "some walk" as we say 
now ; no trolleys then. I think my 
folks, particularly my 
Aunt Mary, 


would not rest easy if she knew a 
street car ran up the sacred precincts 
of Radcliffe street. 


That was the experience of all who
